SPEECH AGAINST HANNA 


WAS HELD: BY SPEAKER 


Alleged Henderstn Turned Lentz’s 
Attack on Ohio Boss Over to 
Grosvenor—Speaker Admits 
Holding Speech from 
the Record. 


Washington, February 26—The house 
was the scene of a sensational incident 
late this afternoon, which threw tha\ 
body into a violent state of excitement. 


For an. hour the storm raged, ending ab-' 


ruptly ‘when an adjournment was taken 
upon motion of Mr. Payne, the floor lead- 
er of the majority. Mr. Lentz, an Ohio 
democrat, who has created many sen- 
sations during his service in the house, 
stirred the democrats to a fever pitch by 
rising to a question of privilege and al- 
leging that a speech he had turned over 
to. the public printer, under general leave 
to print, had been held from The Record 
and had been turned over to General 
Grosvenor, of Ohio, by the speaker. It 
was an attack on Senator Hanna and His 
methods by which he was elected to the 
senate. 

The speaker explained that it had been 
‘Trepreserited to him that the speech vio- 
lated the privileges of the house, and he 
had directed that it be withheld until he 
could look over it. Pressure of business 
had prevented him/from doing so, how- 
ever, and only twenty minutes before he 
‘saf@ he had directed that the speech go 
inte The Record, beHeving that if it cen- 
tained anything offensive it could be 
es out by the house later,

but’ the Kept were declined to sidetrack the

There- 
upon Mr. Richardson, the democratie 
ledder, offered a resolution declaring that 
the’ speaker had no rght to withhold 
speeches, Against this the question of 
consideration was raised by Mr. Lacey, 
and by, a strict party vote the house de- 
“nit ito consider it. 

Amid: still greater excitement and con- 
fusion Mr. Richardson offered another 
resoluuon, condemning the speaker’s ac- 
tion. in terms and directing that the 
speech be “delivered forthwith to the 
public printer.”” Again Mr. Lacey raised 
the qué¢stion of consideration and again. 
by a strict party vote, the house refused 
‘to consider it. At this point further pro- 
ceedings Were cut off by an adjournment, 
taken upon a motion by Mr. Payne, and 
again sustained by a strict party vote. 
The controversy probably will be resumed 
tomorrow. °° 

Earlier in the day a partial conference 
report on the Ind‘an appropriation bill 
Was agreed to and the bill was sent back 
to conference. 

The western members made an fnef- 
fectual effort to accept the senate amend- 
merit appropriating $100,000 for irrigation 
experiments on the Gila river, in Arizona, 
but they were defeated 658 to 97. 

The conference report on the naval bill 
was beateh on account of the item creat- 
ing assistant chiefs of bureaus in the 
navy department and a motion to accept 
the senate amendment authorizing the 
construction of three additional subma- 
rine bokts was pending when the row 
mentioned was precipitated by Mr. Lentz.

The Sulzer resolution calling upon the 
Becretary of the treasury for informa- 
tion regarding the imposition of counter- 
vailing duties ‘on Russian sugar was laid 
on the table by a vote of 93 to 63. 

A partial conference report upon the 
Indian appropriation bill was agreed to. 
The house further insisted upon its disa- 
greement to the amendments still in issue, 


except the two irrigation amendments ° 


placed.upon the bill by the senate.

000 for investigating the question of irri- 
gation across the Gila river, near San 
Carios, Arizona.

HSU CHENG YO DIED DRUNK 


Pekin, February 26.—Chi Hsu, former 
grand secretary, and Hsu Cheng Yo, son 
of the notorious Hsu Tung, were pub- 
licly beheaded today. The street in which 
the execution took place was guarded dy 
French, German and American troops. 
The condemned officials were taken to 
the ground in carts, escorted by a com- 
pany of Japanese infantry. Chi Hsu met 
his fate in a dignified manner, walking 
from the cart calmly and fearlessly. Hsu 
Cheng Yo was stupefied with opium. 
They were both dressed in their Chinese 
official costumes, without the insignia of 
their rank.

BEING ABUSED. 


Venezuelans Don’t Seem To Be Fond 
of United States Folks. 3 
Port of Spain, Trinidad, February 26.— 
Systematic and violent abuse af Ameri- 
cans, instigated by high Venezuelan offi- 
clals implicated in the asphalt conspiracy, 
has begun in the Caracas press.

Mr, Lentz was interrupted by the speak- 
er, who stated that his attention had 
been called to what was said to be a 
great abuse of the privileges of the house 
under a general leave to print, and he 
had asked that the speech of the gentle- 
roan be withheld until he should have an 
opportunity to look it over. But the 
pressure of public business had been such 
that he had not had time to do this, and 
within twenty minutes he had directed 
that it shoulfl go into The Record. Sub- 
sequently if it appeared that the speech 
contained anything offensive or wrong 
it could be ccrrected by the house. 

Mr. Lentz asserted that no living man 
covld have known a word of what his 
speech contained. until 9:30 o’clock last 
night, and that, theréfore, whoever told 
the chair what it was said to contain had 
falsified. 


Speaker Tries To Explain. 


The speaker replied that the matter had 
been brought to. his attention by the re- 
port of the government printing office, 
Such matters, he said, were repeatedly 


P called to the attention of the chair. Fre- 


quently after a hot debate the members 
engaged settled disputes amicably in this 
way. The sveaker said in conclusion that 
the discussion could not proceed unless 
something was submitted to the house. 
Amid cries of “regular order,”’ Mr. Rich- 
ardson, the minority leader, read the fol- 
lowing: 

“Resolved, That the speaker of the 
house has no right to withhold froni The 
Record the speech of any member made 
under general leave to print.” 

Mr. Cannon. made the point of order 
that the resolution, dealing with a gen- 
eral subject, did not bear directly upon 
the auestion of privilege in hand, and 
therefore was not in order. 

The speaker said he was loath to rule 
against a matter submitted as a question 
of privilege and he therefore would hold 
it tp be in order. The speaker added that 
he had no intention of keeping Mr. 
Lentz’s speech out of The Record, but 
had asked to have it held until] he could 
look into the representations that had 
been made to him. 

While he was making his ruling half a 
dozen members on both sides were on 
their feet. Mr. Lacey, republican, 09 
Iowa, raised the question of =e 
against the resolution. 

Mr. Richardson contendea that he could 
not be taken off the floo: for that pur- 
pose, but the speaker held that the ques- 
tion of consideration always could be 
“It is so late,”’ cried Mr. Richardson,

pointing to the clock, “that if you do not 
dispose of this matter now the speech 
will be kept out of The Record another 
day.’’ 

“That would be too bad,’”’ observed Mr. 
Steele, republican, of Indiana, amid 
laughter on the republican side. 

“You certainly are not going to deny a 
member the right to print a speech in The 
Record,” retortéd Mr. Richardson. 

The house voted 118 to 130 not to con- 
stder the resolution. 

As soon as the result was announced 
Mr. Richardson offered, as a matter of 
privilege affecting the integrity of the 
house, the following resolution: 

‘Whereas, the speech of Mr. Lentz, of 
Ohio, on the general deficiency bill, made 
in the house on Wednesday last, Febru- 
ary 20th,:- has been withheld from publi- 
cation in The Congressional Record, af- 
ter the same was delivered to the public 
printer for publication by Mr. Lentz; and, 

‘‘Whereas, said speech has been turned 
over to the speaker of the house, who, 
it is alleged, has delivered the same to a 
member of the house for Some purpose. to 
the house unknown; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That such action is hereby 
condemned by the house and it is hereby 
ordered that said speech be delivered 
forthwith to the public printer for pub- 
lication in The Record.” 

A scene of the wildest confusion fol- 
lowed. Party feeling was high. A doz- 
en members clamored for recognition. 

Mr. Payne sought to make the point of 
order that the consideration of the con- 


‘ference report before the house could not 


be interrupted by such a resolution. 

Mr. Richardson cried that the matter 
was one of the highest privileges affect- 
ing the integrity of the house. 


A Riotous Scene. 


The speaker ruled that the conference 
report having been voted down was not 
before the house, and that the resolution 
was in order. Again Mr. Lacey, repub- 
lican, of Iowa, raised the question of con- 
sideration; members on each side shout- 
ed at each other across the political aisle; 
the speaker pounded vainly for order. 
Mr. Grosvenor, republican, of Ohio, and 
Mr. Whéeler, democrat, of Kentucky, 
were engaged in a wordy duel, but whet 
they said could not be heard for the din 
and confusion. When order was finally 
restored, the speaker ruled that the ques- 
tion of consideration could be raised 
against any proposition. When the vote 
was taken each side voted solidly, and 
the house refused to consider the resolu- 
tion—115 to 127. <As soon as the result 
was announced, Mr. Payne, the republican 
leader, moved an adjournment. 

“I make the point that the motion is 
dilatory,’’ shouted Mr. Richardson. 

“The chair overrules the point,’’ 
the speaker, as he put the question. 
‘By a strict party vote, 115 to 101, the 
motion carried, and at 6:06 the house ad- 
journed.

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TOES TAKEN FROM. FIRE 


TO KEEP AS: SOUVENIRS 
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Women in Mob That Stormed Jail 


and Participated in the Burn- 
ing—Ward Killed Girl Be- 
cause She Galled Him 
“Nigger.” 
oe ed 


Terre Haute, Ind., , February 26.—Jus- 
tice, swift and terrible was meted out to- 
day to George Ward, the negro who mur- 
dered Miss Ida Finkelstein, the school 
teacher, by shooting her with a shotgun 
and cutting her throat yesterday. In a 
few hours after his afrest an angry mob 
battered down the doors of the jail, drag- 
ged the miserable pris@ner to the Wabash 
bridge, several squareg away, and hanged 
him to the bridge draw, Not content with 
the hanging, the croWwd cut the corpse 
down and laying it om a sandbar under 
the bridge kindled a fire and cremated the 
remains. 

Ward was arrested at 10 o’clock at the 
car works, where he was employed as a 
laborer, and after being fully identified 
made a confession. His only excuse for 
the murder was that Miss Finkelstein 
called him a “dirty nigger,’’ and slapped 
him in the face., ; 

Being advised of the threatening situa- 
tion, Governor Durbin! wired to Captain 
Thomas, of Company B, to place his com- 
pany, fully armed,.in ajposition to be im- 
mediately ready for duty in response to a 
call from the sheriff, Before the sheriff 
could call on the militiq the prisoner was 
in the hands of the mob, and was dead 
even before being.taken to the place ar- 
ranged for hanging. ss . wD 

The Jail d. 

At noon the crowd outside the jail, num- 
bering several hundred, including men, 
women and boys, battered down the iron 
doors, but were driven back by Jailer 
O’Donnell, who fired over the heads of 
the mob. Deputy Sheriffs Cooper, Hessick 
and Leforge were struck by scattering 
shot and slightly injured, but nobody in 
the crowd was hurt. A detail of police 
arrived at the jail and tried to disperse 
the crow i, but with poor success, 

The crowd kept on growing and the ex- 
citement increasing and at 12:35 another 
crowd of irresistible numbers attacked 
the jail, battering down the outer doors, 
securing possession of the keys and enter- 
ing the cellroom. A piece of railroad tim- 
ber twenty-five feet long and eight inches 
thick was used as a battering ram. 

The cell was quickly opened and Ward 
was dragged forth. He realized that no 
mercy could be expected from the mob, 
and he fought with the desperate ferocity 
of a beast at bay. He was dragged out 
to the street, still fighting with all his 
strength, but a blow from a heavy ham- 
mer felled him to the ground. A noose 
was quickly adjusted to his neck and the 
mob started with its victim toward the 
Wabash bridge. 

Dragged Face Downward. 

The feeble resistance made by the 
wretched creature after that blow with 
the hammer was soon quieted by the say- 
age blows of the mob. Face downward, 
he was dragged through the street to 
the bridge and across the rough planking 
of the driveway to the drawbridge. Many 
are of the opinion that the fellow was 
dead before the scene of the hanging was 
reached. However, the rope was thrown 
over one of the upper beams and the body 
drawn up. 

It had been swinging in that position a 
few minutes when some one suggested 
burning at the stake as the nearest ap- 
proach to a proper expiation of the awful 
crime. The suggestion was adopted 
unanimously and a fire was quickly kin- 
dled on the bank of the river just south 
of the west end of the bridge. Into the 
fire the body, bearing no sign of life, was 
thrown and faggots were piled upon it. 
The stake was omitted. The body was in 
a horizontal position, the feet protruding 
at one end, the head at the other. The 
fire had barely started when a man ar- 
rived with a can of turpentine, which 
was fed to the eager flames. After that, 
combustible oils seemed to flow spontane- 
ously toward the fire and the flames 
leaped high, while the body was rapidly 
consumed. There was no attempt at dis- 
guise on the part of any member of the 
mob. 

Bought a Toe. 

The souvenir fiend was on hand in force 
and fragments of the wretched murderer 
are now scattered broadcast. One man, 
while the feet still protruded from the 
flames, offered $1 for a toe from “the nig- 
ger’s foot."’ A venturesome youth, draw- 
ing a knife from his pocket made a dash 
for the prize. He quickly amputated a 
toe, delivered the goods and got his 
money. 

As the bones began to crumble and fall 
apart the fragments were drawn from 


the fire and carried away. 

At 3 o’clock there was nothing left of 
the body except a small section of the 
trunk and the back of the head. Busy 
hands kept the burning faggots piled 

upon the roasting segment. 


Women came to the scene by scores and . 


elbowed their way into the inner circle 
of spectators, unmoved by the horror of 


the spectacle. 


Ward was twenty-seven years old and

AT HANDS OF MOB 


John Knox lynched at Seran- 
ton, Miss,, for Murder 


HE KILLED IS STEP SOK 


Quarrgled witi Wife and Murdered 
the Little Boy—Mob Stormed 
Jail. To Get Knox—Body 
Completely Riddled 
with Bullets, 


Scranton, Miss., February 26.—The mur- 
der of little Don Davis has been avenged. 
At 11:15 o’clock tonight a crowd of about 
100 men, fully armed and determined, gath- 
ered, and having caught the sheriff and 
his deputies, proceeded to batter down the 
jail door, and securing their prisoner, 
madetheir way quietly to the old ocak tree, 
near the Louisville and Nashville freight 
depot, where a rope was placed around 
John Knox’s neck and he was swung 
aloft. As he went up he raised his hands 
and gasped in a most convulsive way, his 
breathing being heard a distance of forty 
yards or more. 

It was dark and the reporter could not 
see the dying man’s face, but it had no 
covering. 

Body Riddled. 

After he had been suspended about three 
minutes, a shot was fired into his body, 
and In a few minutes a fusilade was fired. 
Knox was then pronounced dead. 

He was gritty during all the time he 
was going from the jail to the tree and 
never made a murmur except to say: 

“TI did not mean to do it.” 

When the party arrived at the tree, some 
one who had the rope was lagging, and a 
wait was had until it was brought up, 
when one of the crowd climbed the tree 
and placed it over a limb, while willing 
hands adjusted the noose around the 
doomed man’s neck. One of the crowd 
then sang out: 

“Catch hold of that rope, and show your 
manhood.” 

Wanted Him To Help. 

Another said: 

‘Help, Knox, up there’’ and some 
one caught hold of Knox and raised him 
up, while others took hold of the rope and 
began to pull. When about half way up 
the body slid slightly, but at the command 
from the leader it was raised to the limb 
and then followed the firing. The body is 
still hanging. 

John Knox was a Canadian, a strong 
drinker, and often in. trouble through 
liquor. A month ago he married Mrs. 
Davis, a widow many years his senior, 
who ran a boarding house. Yesterday he 
quarreled with his wife, and in his anger 
he ran forward with a Springfield rifle in 
his hand and shot down his twelve-year- 
old stepson, a delicate little fellow. He 
would have killed others but was promptly 
disarmed.

men.” 

Aside from writing some eight columns 
of editorials, Mrs. Nation has also written 
an account of her smashing career, [n 
which she tells how she happened to 
direct her energies along th‘s line. The 
paper will be twelve pages instead, of 
eight, eight columns to the page as usual. 
The cartoons are those suggested by Mrs. 
Nation. 

Whisky firm advertisements are another 
feature, one concern having an entire 
page. 

Mrs. Carrie Nation rounded out her first 
day in Peoria by a lecture at Rouse hal}, 
after which she visited several of the 
leading saloons of the city. The first 
place visited was that kept by P. A. 
Weast. She asked the proprietor to re- 
move a large oil painting, ‘‘Nymphs and 
Satyr."’

Ho Hope for Thiry-Six Miners 
Entombed in Wyoming, 


ALABAMA PEOPLE VICTIMS 


Thomas Simpson and Son Perish in 
Horror, and Shock Kills Mra 
Simpson—Brave Deed by 
Boys Who Discovered 
the Fire. 


Cheyenne, Wyo., February %.—The 
worst disaster in the history of coal. 
mining in Wyoming since the Almy 
horror, eight years ago, occurred at 
Diamondsville Iast night. Thirty-six men 
are believed to have perished in the fre, 
which started in mine No. 1 ofthe Dio- 
mondsville Coal and Ccke Company. 

The blaze was first discovered shortly 
after the night shift commenced work. 
It is thought to have originated from a 
careless miner’s lamp in the oilroom. The 
flames made such progress that only one 
man escaped from the two éntries in 
which it was confined. His name is 
John Anderson, an4 he was frightfully 
burned in running the gauntlet of the 
flames. He was suddenly confronted by 
a wall of fire and smoke, and wrapping 
his head in an overcoat he ran ih’ the’ 
direction of the main entrance. 

He fell unconscious, and was carried 
to the mouth of the mine. The alarm was: 
soundéd, and hundreds of miners at work 
in the mines and on the outside rushed 
to the rescue of theif imprisoned com- 
rades. The fires had by this time mede 
such progress that it was impossible to 
enter tlw rooms of flames. The entire 
night was spent in confining the fire to 
the two entries, and this morning it was 
recessary to seal them up to prevent the 
flames from spreading to other parts of 
the mine, 

All Are Dead. 

This step was only decided upon after 
all hope of saving the lives of the men 
had been abandoned. Nothing could live 
five minutes in the fire, which was in- 
creasing in flierceness every minute. 

The plugging of the two entries will 
smother the fire, but it may several 
days before the’ barricades cam be re- 
moved and the chambers explored. The-> 
exact total of men entombed is not yet 
krown, as @ number are missing, scms 
on sick leave and others in the hospital 
suffering from burns received whilé . 
figchting ths flames, so that an adequate 
count is at preseat impossible. 

The scencs at the mouth of the mine 
during the night and today were heart- 
rending. Relatives and friends of the en- 
tombed miners rushed to the mine, fran- 
tically waving their hands and crying to 
the mine officials and miners to save 
their dear ones. Many of the women and 
children were slightly injured in the 
crowd and by falling ‘over obstacles in 
the darkness.

HOUSE STANDS BY ACTION 


Commi ttee on Pensions Wanted To 
Reduce the Amount to 
$380 a Month.

SLAYER MAKES IS ESCAPE 


Fugitive Declined To Give Up His 
Pistol When Appearing for 
Trial, and Turns It on 
the Officers of the 
Town, 


Donaldsonville. Ga., February 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)}~Jim Yates, a white man; shot and 
kiied Town Marshal William Freeman 
and seriously wounded West Oliver here 
today. Yates had committed some minor 
offense agaipst the peace and good order 
of the town of Donaldsonville some weeks 
ago and since that time has not been in 
town, but has been out on his farm. 
Yates made threats thut he would have 
Freeman's scalp when he came to town. 

Early this morning he came in osten- 
sibly to go to trial. When Freeman 
learned that Yates was in town he sum- 
moned West Oliver to accompany him tc 
arrest Yates. Freeman told Yates that 
he could not go to court armed. Yates 
persisted that he would not give up his 
pistol. After some words “Yates fired on 
Freeman, the ball] taking effect over the 
right eye, killing him instantly. Freeman 
never spoke a@ word after he was shot 
Yates then turned his attention to Oliver. 
fired one shot at him, iwwhich took effect 
in his leg, jumped on his horse and made 
his escape, 

Within an hour fifty armed men went in 
pursuit of the murderer. Sheriff Ford- 
ham was wired for and came from Bain- 
bridge at 1 o’clock with dogs, but when he 
arrived the trail was too cold for the 
dogs to do anything. 

Yates’s horse was found about a mile 
and a half from Donaldsonville hitched to 
a tree. But the murderer has not yet 
been apprehended. 

Yates was a young man, who for the 
past few years has conducted a livery 
stable at Donaldsonville. He is of a 
quarrelsome disposition. Freeman was 
well thought of and recently appointed 
marshal. He leaves a wife and two chil- 
dren. Oliver is not dangerously hurt. but 
is confined to his bed.

Washington, February 26—An impor- 
tant amendment to the Philippine amend- 
ment to the army appropriation bill was 
agreed to in the senate today. It was 
an amplification of the amendment pre- 
viously offered by Mr. Hoar, laying re- 
strictions upon the sale of public lands 
and the granting of franchises and con- 
cessions in the Philippines, AB 

Text of Amendment. 

The amendment follows: 

“Provided, That no sale or lease, or 
other disposition of the public lands or 
the timber thereon, or the mining rights 
there shall be made; and provided, 
further, that no franchise shall be grant- 
ed which is not approved by the pres- 
ident of the United States and is not. 
in his judgment, clearly necessary for the 
tmimediate government of the islands and 
indisvensable for the interest of the 
people thereof, and which cannot, with- 
out great public mischief, be postponed 
until the establishment of permanent 
civil government, and all such franchises 
shall terminate one year after the es- 
tablishment of such permanent civil gov- 
ernment.” 

Senators Morgan, Rawifhs, Tillman and 
Bacon, who had been among the most 
determined opponents of the original pro- 
vision, were all consulted concerning the 
amendment, and all of them, except Mr, 
Morgan, indicated a willingness to let 
the amendment go through after reason- 
able debate. - Senator Morgan did not 
commit himself. The democratic acqui- 
escence goes only to the point of allow- 
ing it to reach the voting stage. The 
republicans, without exception, accept 
the modification of the amendment. 

Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, continued 
his speech begun yesterday and oc- 
cupied the floor during the greater 
part of the day. He _ concluded 
his address just before the _  after- 
noon recess, after having discussed com- 
prehensively both the Philippine and Ci- 
ban amendments. He appealei to the 
committee to withdraw both proposicions, 


maintaining that congress was treading . 
’ upon dangerous ground and trifling with 


edged tools in «cting upon them without 
ample informetion. During the day the 
conference report upor the District of Co- 
luridia” appropfatién bill was ‘agreed to, 
as was also a partial report of the con- 
‘ference on the, postoffice appropriation 


bill. 

Mr. Pettigrew directed attention to a 
telegram among the .nstructions and pa- 
pers sent to the Paris peace commission, 
which instructed the commission not to 
lose sight of the fact that the war with 
Spain was waged in obedience to the dic- 
tates of humanity aud with no design of 
aggrandizement or ambition of conquest.

Horses of Confederates. 


A bill was passed providing for the 
payment for horses taken from confeder- 
ate soldiers after the surrender of Gen- 
eral Lee. 

Conference reports on bills to ratify 
agreements with the Muscogee or Creek 
Indians and with the Cherokee Indians 
were agreed to. 

Consideration of the army appropriation 
bill was resumed. 

Mr. Morgan was entitled to the floor 
to continue his speech begun yesterday. 
Mr. Hoar asked Mr. Morgan to yield 
briefly to bim that he might present a re- 
draft of the amendment. he had offered 
relating to the restriction upon the sale 
of public lands in the Philippines and the 
granting of franchises that were not in- 
dispensable to the proper development of 
the islands, 

Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, chairman 
‘of the Philippine comission, on behalf 
of the committee, accepted the amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Bacon, of Georgia, said he could see 
no reason why the senate should not go 
as far as it went in the Porto Rican 
bill, and provide that all franchises should 
be ratified by congress. 

Mr. Morgan, after the amendment had 
been read, insisted upon proceeding with 
his speech, saying it was evident that 
senators disagr:<.i as to the wisdom of 
the adoption of the amendment at the 
present. He said his attention had been 
directed to a statement in a morning 
newspaper to the effect that the demo- 
cratic members of the senate had reached 
an agreement that no vote should be 
had on the pending proposition before 
the 4th of March. This statement he de- 
nied emphatically. He did not know why 
such a fabrication had been indulged in, 
as there not only had been no agree- 
ment of the kind, but there had not 
been even a suggestion that the vote be 
postponed. Personally. he would not oc- 
cupy @ minute’s time that he did not 
deem necessary to a proper elucidation 
of the question. He then asked Mr. 
Platt, of Connecticut, chairman of the 
senate committee on relations with Cuba, 
whether it was the intention of the com- 
mittee to press the amendment that had 
been proposed to the bill. 

No Unanimity Possible. 

He had hoped, Mr. Platt replied, “‘that 
the amendment would meet with practical 
unanimity and that it would be placed 
upon this bill.” — 

“There cannot be unanimity with re- 
spect to it,” said Mr. Morgan, “without 
some effort to amend it. I don’t think 
the senate is ready to proceed with its 


satisfactorily to the Cubans and to the 
people of the United States.”

WILL BE WAGED 


On Philippine and Cuban Res 
slutions by Democrats, 


VIEWS OF SENATOR JONES 


Republicans Eliminate Dangerous 
Feature of Philippine Resolu- 
tion—Senator Jones Says 
Cuban Resolutions Are 
Not Obnoxious, 


BY JOS: OT. 

Washington, February 26.—(Special.)— 
Senator Jones returned this morning 
from New York and with his return the 
probability of an active fight against the 
Philippine and Cuban resolutions, which 
seemed so imminent last night, has van- 
ished. The democrats have carried their 
point in regard to that portion of the 
Philippine amendment which was the 
special object of attack yesterday. This 
Philippine proposition has been material- 
ly changed and, as amended, the demo- 
crats will let it come to a vote. That is 
the indication tonight. Predictions of 
what is certain to be done ds only risky 
business,. as the experience of the past 
ten days or two weeks has demonstrated, 
but there is every indication tonight that 
the republicans will be allowed to put 
through their programme with regard to 
both the Philippine resolution and Cuba. 
Even as it has been amended, the Phil- 
ippine resolution will probably be opposed 
by most democrats as being entirely un- 
necesary, but it fs probable that many, if 
not all of the democrats, will vote for 
the Cuban proposition. 

Views of Senator Jones, 

“I notified Senator Aldrich this morn- 
ing,”’ said Senator Jones, in talking with 
me this afternoon, ‘“‘that the Philippine 
amendment, as it was reported to the sen- 
ate, could not possibly be put through at 
this session, but that if the administra- 
tion leaders were willing to amend it by 
restricting the granting of franchises, we 
would be willing to let it come to a vote. 
Senator Hoar then drew the amendments 
and Senator Lodge accepted them. While 
we will probably vote against the whole 
business, these amendments leave it 
where there is no more grant of power in 
excess of that which the president is now 
exercising in. the Philippines, and they 
correct the feature of the original resolu- 
tion, which we regarded as so dangerous. 
With this amendment, therefore, we will 
not stand in the way of a vote. It is 


merely a question of our permitting a’ 


vote upon it now or coming back at an 
extra session and voting on it, and I ste 
nothing to be gained by throwing the 
whole matter over to an extra session, 
though we would never have consented 
to” a vote unless these amendmnts had 
been adopted. 
The Cuban Proposition. 

*“‘Now with regard to the Cuban propo- 
sition, I am frank to say that I see very 
little in that to be criticised. It is not 
a demand we are making upan the Cuban 
people. I think some of the criticism 
a misunderstanding of just what it is. 
It is not a demand—it is more a sugges- 
tion from congress of what we think the 
Cubans should offer to us. In that view 
of it, I see no reason why this should 
not receive the support of democrats as 
well as republicans. There is just one 
phrase in it all which seems to be open 
to objection and that occurs in article 56, 
relative to the sanitation of the cities 
of the island. That article begins by de- 
claring that the government of Cuba 
shall execute and as far as necessary ex- 
tend the plans already devised, or other 
plans to be mutually agreed upon, for 
the sanitation of the cities, etc. Now I 
object to that phrase ‘to be mutually 
agreed upon,’ for that seems to imply the 
right of this government to interfere in 
the purely local affairs of the island. I 
shall move to strike those words out. 
I believe they are there more through 
oversight than anything else, and with 
those stricken out, I, for one, shall sup- 
port Mr. Platt’s amendment. 

“IT am aware,”’ continued Senator Jones, 
“that there is some talk of this mean- 
ing the establishment of suzerainty over 
Cuba, but I think that this talk is due, as 
I have said, to a misapprehension of its 
real support. 

No Protectorate Over Cuba. 

“We .are not forcing a suezerainty or 
protectorate over the people of Cuba. We 
are saying to them that in view of all 
that has happened, of our necessarily 
| close relationship and of our desire to 
preserve for them the independence of 
the government which they shall erect, 
we would like to have them ask for our 
co-operation and assistance on the lines 
indicated. So far as treaties are con- 
cerned, there is nothing more in at 
clause than an expression of the Monroe 
doctrine. I believe this provision or 
amendment as an entirety meets the pres- 
sent needs of the Cuban situation, and, 
as I have said, I shall vote for it.’’ 

There is some disposition on the part 
of the democrats of the house to attempt 
organized opposition, but the probability 
is this will end is talk. Under the rules 
of the house there is little chance for the 
minority at any time. Tonight's indfta- 
tions are, therefore, that there will be no 
continued opposition to either of these 
administration propositions as they now 
stand, and that there will be no extra ses- 
sion of: congress. Whether tomorrow will 
bring a change, no Man can say with any 
degree of certainty.

And Also Comes Out Ahead on Bank 
Checks. ; 


A COMPROMISE ON TOBACCO 


Complete Agreement Has Been 
Reached on War Revenue Re- 
duction Bill. 


Washington, February 27.—A complcte 
agreemént has been reached on the most 
important items of the war revenue re- 
duction pill. On beer the house wins its 
contention and the senate yields. The 
house fixed a rate of $1.60 per barrel with- 
out any discount, while the senate re- 
tained the old rate of $2 per barrel with 
a 2% per cent discount. The differences 
between the two rates is about 10 cents 
on the barrel. 

The tobacco tax is compromised. The 
house left the tax standing at 12 ccnts 
per pound, as in the existing law, while 
the senafe provides for a reduction of 2 
and 40-10) cents per pound, leaving the 
rate 9.00. 

The house also comes ott ahead on 
bank checks. The house repealed the en- 
tire. tax on checks, but the senate did not 
accept this action. The senate conferees 
now concede the house provision. The re- 
duction in the revenue will be $7,000,000 
on account of this reduction. The house 
provision repealing the tax on proprietary 
medicines is also accepted. 


Is MAING A LAST EFFORT. 


Congressman Livingston Is Receiv- 
ing Lots of Help. 
Washington, February 26.—(Special.)— 
One last effort is being made to secure 
an appropriation at this session for the 
purchase of the necessary ground for the 
proposed extension of the Atlanta post- 

office building. ’ 

In an amendment which Mr. Mercer, 
chairman of the hovse committee on pub- 
lic buildings, sought to have placed on 
the deficiency appropriation bill, the oth- 
er day, there was an item of one hundred 
thousand dollarr for the purchase of the 
additional ground at Atlanta. Chairman 
Mercer was not allowed, under the rules 
of the house, to get that amendment on 
the bill, but it is among the possibilities

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STAND BY NATIONAL LBAGUE. 


aN ‘ 
Baseball Players’ Association Won’t 
Aid Ban Johnson. 

New York, February 26.—For nearly 
seven hours today the committee appoint- 
ed by the National League to hear the 
demands of the Players’ Association had 
Presidént Charles Zimmer, of that or- 
ganization, in the Fifth Avenue hotel. It 
was announced that no definite action 
had been taken, and that another confer- 
ence will be held. 

After the conference Zimmer said he 
thought he could state that nearly every- 
thing asked for would be granted. He 
said a proposition had Fn submitted to 
him but he did not care (- talk until get- 
ting the opinion of other players. 

President Zimmer tonight signed the 
following agreement, and sent it to the 
magnates, who were in session tonight: 

“As president of the Protective Asso- 
ciation of Baseball Players, and as the 
authorized representative, I hereby agree 
in return for the concessions granted by 
the National League and American Asso- 
ciation of Professional Baseball Clubs, 
this 26th day of February, 1901, that all 
national league and eastern league play- 
ers who may sign American league con- 
tracts will be suspended pending action 
by the Players’ Protective Association as 
a body.”’ 

This agreement means that the play- 
ers will stick to the league in its fight 
with Ban Johnson, although the American 
League agreed to make every concession 
asked for by the players months ago. It 
was the only way that the players could 
get concessions from the magnates of the 
parent league. The inter-state league is 
to protest here against the western 
league for alleged ‘“‘grabbing’’ of players 
from its clubs. 


Scandal About House Salaries. 

Washington, February 26.—The special 
committee of the house to investigate the 
employment rolls today decided to have 
remedial legislation incorporated in the 
legisiative appropriation bill, which makes 
appropriations for house salaries.

ALLEN ATTACKS ADMIRAL 


For Indorsements Made on a Letter 
in Regard to Gunner Morgan. 
The Latter Has Killed 
Sampson’s Chances 
of Promotion.

Washington, February 26.—(Special.)— 
“Conceited ass," “consummate coward!” 
were among the choice expressions used 
by Senator Allen in references made to 
Rear Admiral Sampson in a sensational 
speech he made to the senate today. 

Senator Allen read the letter recently 
written by Admiral Sampson relative to 
the application of Gunner Morgan to be 
commissioned as an ensign in the navy. 
and, in terms of scathing bitterness, at- 
tacked the snobbery which inspired that 


letter. 

‘“I¢ Sampson wrote that letter,’”” said 
he, raising his voice to the highest. pitch, 
‘he is a conceited ass,” and the galleries 
broke forth in applause. Senator Allen 


briefly defended the right of the Ameri- 
can youth to have this ambition to at- 
tain success in the military and naval 
service of the country, and paid a high 
tribute to the United States as the land 
of opportunity, which took its great 
men from the humble homes. He took 
occasion, incidentally, to refer to the 
fact that Sampson himself was of very 
humble origin, and added that the true 
aristocrat—the man of really noble senti- 
ments—would never speak a word like 
this in derogation of one whom he con- 
sidered socially inferior. 

At the conclusion of his remarks, Sen- 
ator Chandler made an effort to secure 
an opportunity to reply, but as it was 
evident that this would onen up @ hot 
discussion, involving the whole Samp- 
son-Schley controversy, Senator storr7n, 
who ‘had the floor, declined to yield. 

Sampson’s Letter. 

The letter written by Admiral Samp(son 
in reference to Gunner Morgan, after 
stating that the latter ‘‘would probably 
conm.oare favorabl-, both professionally 
and in personal conduct and ‘bearing, 
wit: other ensigns, as far as his techni- 
eal efucation would permit,” continued 
as follows: 

“It is earnestly to be hoped, however, 
that the secretary of the navy will not 
find it necessary to take advantage of 
the authority which I understand is to 
be granted him to appoint @ certain 
number of warrant officers to the grade 
of ensigns. 

“While it is true that these men are 
selected from a large class of men of 
very unusual ability, which distinguishes 
them as perhaps the professional equals 
of their officers as far as their technical 
education stands, it is also true that 
they are recruited from a class of mén 
who have not had the social advantages 
that are a requisite for a commissioned 
officer. 

“It is submitted that in time of peace 
the navy’s function consists, to a certain 
extent, of representing the country 
abroad, and it is important that the 
navy’s representatives should be men 
of at least refinement. While there are 
perhaps a certain few among the war- 
rant officers who could fulfill this require- 
ment, I am of the opinion that the vast 
majority of them could not. 

“Once they are commissioned they will 
have the same social standing as other 
officers, and no distinction properly could 
be made in extending general invitations. 
The consequences that would arise from 
their acceptance might not redound to 
the credit of the navy or the country 
which the naw represents. 

“IT do not mean to detract from the 
sterling worth of the warrant officers of 
the navy; I merely mean to suggest 
to the department that, unfortunately 
for them, they have been deprived of 
certain natural advantages, and in con- 
sequence their proper place is that of 
leading men among the crew, and not as 
representatives of the country in the 
wardroom and steerage.”’ 

Allen’s Bitter Comments. 


Commenting on the letter, Mr. Allen 
said that the admiral’s action proved 
beyond doubt that there was ‘a snob- 
bish aristocracy in the navy that is 
detrimental to the, country and a disgrace 
to the country represented by this offi- 
cer and other like officers.’’ 

Because Gunner Morgan came from the 
ranks of plebians, said the Nebraska sen- 
ator, Admiral Sampson had taken occa- 
sion to thus relegate him from the Lists 
from advancement. 

‘If William T. Sampson is the author 
of these indorsements,’’ said Mr. Allen, 
with vehemence, ‘he is a conceited ass, 
and he ought to be marked down as such. 
We are not bringing up in this country 
a race of snobs. If I am correctly in- 
formed, there was a time when Samp- 
son was no better than Charles Mor- 
gan, the gunner. 

‘‘He came from no better stock. I am 
glad to repeat that we are not raising 
in the United States _a class of braw- 
jeweled aristocrats. If this rank and ar- 
rant coward is to be believed, the time 
may never come in this country when a 
popr boy may attain to such a position as 
his ,abilities warrant him in holding.”’ 

Mr. Allen concluded: 

“I want to say to Sampson and to his 
friends, that I am responsible for what I 
say.’’ 

Sampson fttacked in House. 


. Admiral Sampson was also attacked in 
the house by Mr. Berry, of Kentucky, 
who said it was still the evident pur- 
pose of the navy department to confer 
the highest honor upon the man who was 
‘farthest away’ at the battle of Santi- 
ago. He had read Admiral Sampsov’'s 
alleged recent letter to Secretary Long 
es to the inadvisability of giving war- 
rant officers in the navy commissions 
on account of their lack of social refine- 
ment. Mr. Berry said that Admiral 
Sampson, who had written the letter, was 
of extremely humble origin himself, and 
whatever refinement he had obtained had 
been due to his serviee in the American 
navy. He constrasted Admiral 
Sampson's attitude toward men 
of the navy with Admiral Schley’s 
action during the stress of battle in send- 
ing word to those below that “all went 
well” and when the battle was over in 
saying that the victory belonged to the 
‘men behind the guns!”

An important question, not local to 
Cuba, but connected with its govern- 
ment under whatever form, was that 
of the public health. The island, un- 
der the rule of its former masters, was 
a breeding place of pestilence and dis- 
aster.

It is in relation to this that we a 
told the democrats “are at seat an@ 
do no, know what to do.” The plain 
thing for them to do is to quit haggling 
over straws, and uphold the govern- 
ment in its efforts to maintain the 
rights of the nation. ; 

To what can the hesitants object? 
The declaration calls for the assured 
independence of Cuba against the ma- 
chinations even of traitors among her 
own people. The Cuban government 
is prohibited from becoming a base 
of operations against the United States. 
What could be more fair than this de- 
mand? Have we expended blood and 
treasure for the benefit of the Cubans, 
in order that they may have power to 
sting the breast by which they were 
warmed into life? The second require- 
ment concerning the debt making pow- 
er is one which we have every right to 
impose. It has become a part of inter- 
national law that one government has 
a right to collect the dues of a private 
citizen from another. There are out- 
standing $400,000,000 bonds in the 
hands of English, French and German 
holders, ready to be plastered on Cuba 
and collected by gunboats unless the 
United States stands in the way. 

The third requirement is but the en- 
forcement of the two préceding, giving 
our: government the right to warn off 
aggressors. To do this naval stations 
are necessary. Equal to all of these 
requirements together is the fifth, re- 
lating to the control of pestilence. The 
gulf and Atlantic coasts of the United 
States as far north as Boston are con- 
stantly threatened from the pest holes 
of Cuba. Entering the river valleys, 
this danger is carried far into the in- 
terior. The country has suffered the 
loss of billions of dollars worth of 
property and lives innumerable as sac- 
rifice to the Cuban plague. The south- 
ern states, represented in congress by 
democratic members, have suffered 
especially. 

The plan proposed by the senate 
committee should find unqualified ap- 
proval in congress. It gives to the 
Cubans their independence, under bond, 
it is true, for good behavior; but how 
could we exact any less? We have had 
quibbling enough from the doctrinaires, 
and want some care taken of the 
yUnited States of America. Our states 
are each free and independenf, notwith- 
standing the division of power with 
the federal government. If the people 
of Cuba can come up to the measure 
of politieal enjoyment held by the state 
of Georgia they will have no right to 
complain. Until they do that they 
should not allow their overweaning 
ambition to get ahead of them. 

The democratic party can never hope 
to ride into power as long as it is tied 
to a qQuerulous and belittling policy. 
Not until it becomes constructive can 
we hope for results. The war for the 
freedom of Cuba was urged and forced 
upon the goverrment by the demo- 
cratic party, which should aid it now in 
composing the questions arising out 
of it. The Cubans insisted upon our 
interference upon the protest of many 
of our own people. They are now 
free; but we have the right to the as- 
surance that they will be allies and 
not enemies. If Cuba, thus benefited, 
has neither the discretion nor the grat- 
itude to appreciate the situation, then 
it devolves upon us to take care of our- 
selves in the only way possible, in 
which event-the democratic party 
should not be placed in a position of 
antagonism to the national policy. 

Let us, therefore, bave an end of 
haggling, and serve notice to Cuba and 
the whole world that we stand united 
on the principles set forth in the sen- 
ate amendment. 
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The Russian Situation. 

Is it possible that Russia, thé most 
absolute empire_in the world, is to be 
the leader in smashing the false 
economic conditions agairst which the 
masses of the people are protesting 
every where? 

When it is declared that the czar de- 
sires to crush that form of business 
which can “sell goods cheaper abroad 
than at home,” he is stirring up a live 
question, one in which he should have 
aid rather than hostility. The business 
corporation which can sell cheaper 
abroad than at home, because it makes 
the home purchaser pay unwpilling 
tribute upon the surplus of which they 
can exploit abroad, has already re- 
ceived some attention in this country. 
The democratic party has declared en- 
ergetically against the trust, on the 
ground that it destroys the opportuni- 
ties of the citizen and wields a con- 
trolling and‘ disastrous influence on the 
government. So true has been the 
democratic position that even the re- 
publican convention of Philadelphia 
felt called upon to declare against 
trusts, all the stronger because of the 
string which was attached to it. An 
unwilling concession is always 4 
tribute to truth. Hven Mr. Hanna, in 
one of his “heart to heart” talks with 
the purseholders, declared that there

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IN THE PUBLIC EYE 


As the result of the long political strug- 
gle which has recently ended in Oregon, 
the senatorial prize has been captured by 
Hon. John H. Mitchell, who has already 
enjoyed the distinction of having served 
three full terprs in the United States sen- 
ate, and who will be no stranger in 
Washington when he enters upon his offi- 
cial duties. 

When Mr. Mitchell went out of the sen- 
ate in 1897 he was greatly missed. In his 
eighteen years of service he had become 
a prominent figure, especially upon the 
committee on claims, of which he was 
chairman, and on the committees on judi- 
ciliary, pdstoffices, and privileges and elec-

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tions. As a memiler of the latter com- 
mittee Senator Mitchell was always an 
advocate of the principles of the election 
of senators by the people, and made sey- 
eral speeches upon that subject. 

Mr. Mitchell is now sixty-six years of 
age and is still vigoroys, mentally and 
physically. His life has been a busy one 
and has been spent almost entirely in the 
west, although he ‘s a native of Pennsyl- 
vania. He has been a resident of Oregon 
since 1860, and after serving in several 
state offices was first elected to the Unit. 
ed States senate in 1873, remaining for 
the full term of six years. From 1879 to 
1885 he was out of the senate, Mut in the 
latter year was again re-elected and 
served twelve consecutive years. 

In politics Mr. Mitchell is a staunch re- 
publican. By a singular coincidence his 
principal competitor in the recent senato- 
rial fight was Hon. W. H. Corbett, whom 
he defeated for the first time in 1873.

He re- 
turned to this country as the representa- 
tive of Bornéo and the Straits Settlements 
at the world’s fair at Chicago. He was 
next made the editor of the noted San 
Francisco periodical, The Overland 
Monthly, and was occupied in that post 
when President McKinley appointed him 
consul general at Hong Kong. Mr. Wild. 
tan was a man of extraordinary culture 
and polish. His studies had given him a 
remarkable appreciation of the importance

MAYOR MIMS SIGHS 
PAPER IMMEDIATEL' 


Two Ordinances Had To Be Repealed 
for the Time Being So That the 
' Forrest Avenue Franchise 
Could Be Granted 
Yesterday. 


By.a unanimous vote of council ‘yes- 
terday afternoon, during a special ses- 
gion called for the purpose, the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company was granted the 
franchise on Forrest avenue from Peach- 
tree to Jackson streets. The grant con- 
tains a clause to the effect that in the 
event Forrest avenue is extended to the 
Boulevard then this company shall have 
the right to extend its line to that thor- 
oughfare. 

The franchise is identical with the one 
introduced by Councilman Hill several 
weeks ago and granted by council, but 
vetoed by Mayor Mims for the reason 
that it was for a longer period than 
twenty-one years. The franchise granted 
yesterday was introduced by Councilman 


Garrett, of the fourth ward. In order to 
pass the ordinance making it possible 


for the Rapid Transit company to build 
on Forrest avenue two different city 
ordinances had to be réehgaled for the 
time being. 

It was nearly 4 o’clock when council 
granted the franchise. Shortly after- 
wards a called meeting of the aldermanic 
board was held and the action of council] 
concurred in. At 4:30 o'clock Mayor 
Mims approved the grant, The Consti- 
tution yesterday morning outlined what 
council would probably do in regard to 
the franchise and that programme was 
carried out to the letter. 

It was known beforehand that the 
mayor in approving the franchise which 
he had previously vetoed did so with the 
understanding that an exception should 
be made in the Forrest avenue case, 
but that it should not be considered as a 
precedent. The details leading up to the 
consent of the mayor to approve the 


grant have already been told in The Con- | 
stitution. 


Franchise Is Introduced, 

When councii was called to order at 8 
o’clock by Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson the 
council chamber was well filled with citi- 
zens of the fourth ward. A majority of 
the members of the fourth ward commit- 
tee was present. None of the officials of 
either of the street railway companies 
were in the council chamber. 

Every member of the general council 


angwered to his name at roll call except | 


Alderman LaHatte. He came in, how- 
ever, in a few moments. The first nitter 
up was the reading of the mayor's call 
for the special meeting of council to 
take action in regard to the Forrest 
avenue franchise. The request of Al- 
derman Kilpatrick, Councilman Garrett 
and Councilman Terry, representativ’s in 
council from the fourth ward, asking the 
mayor to issue a call for the special meet- 
ing was also read. 

Councilman Garrett then addressed the 
chairman. “I have here,” said he, “a 
franchise for the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company on Forrest avenue, which I 
have been asked by the citizens’ com- 
mittee of the fourth ward to introduce.” 


Lacked the Mayor’s Approvil. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson again called 
attention to the fact that section 1526 
of the city code requires that all appli- 
cations for franchises must be advertised 
five times in a daily paper of general cir- 
culation published in the city of Atlanta 
before the application is made to the 
mayor and general council. 

Councilman Hill said he understood 
that notice of the application had been 
advertised for the necessary length of 
time, and. moved that the rules be sus- 
pended so as to hear from Charles T. 
Hopkins, chairman of the fourth ward 
citizens’ committee, in regard to the 
matter. 

Before this action was taken, ho ever 
Alderman Welch called attention tv the 
fact that the ordinance just adopted re- 
pealing the Rawson ordinance had not 
been approved by the mayor. ‘““‘The mayor 
must sign it to make it legal,’’ said he, 
and the mayor pro tem. stated that the 
point was well taken. While council 
was waiting until the mayor came into 
the council chamber to approve the ordi- 
nance, Mr. Hopkins stated that the &ppli- 
cation had been advertised for the length 
of time specified in section 1526. 

The Rawson ordinance was immediate- 
ly signed by the mavor and it was stated 
that to make the matter doubly sure it 
might be well to repeal section 1526 for 
that particular case. Councilman Raw- 
son introduced an ordinance to that ef- 
fect.. This ordinang@ was at once placed 
upon its second reading and adopted.

What Councilman Kontz Said. 
Councilman Kontz spoke as follows: 
The position of the mayor insisting on short 

term franchises, or compensation to the city 
for long franchises, has been sustained. The 
Principle involved has been advanced. The 
policy has been placed upon improved vantage 
ground. The Forrest avenue franchise grant- 
ed, the line of battle is strengthened and re- 
enforced by councilmen who favor twenty-one 
year franchises, unless upon substantial fixed 
compensation to the city, excepting only this 
special case. Seéd have been sown in the 
minds of the people, which, in the heat of 
controversy in this particular case, will speed- 
ily bring forth an abundant harvest, which will, 
in my opinion, prevent any further franchises 
being given away for a longer term than twen- 
ty-one years.

they go to and from their work; that other 


, cities get special rates for school children; that 


other cities define schedules in their franchises; 
that other cities get proportions of the gross 
receipts of the companies, which contribute 
largely to the support of the government of 
such cities, 

The people will wake up to the value of 
these franchises, and those who seek our bounty 
will hereafter be compelled to pay the city for 
them. If the yielding of the mayor, and those 
who agree with his views in this matter, be 
defeat, it is that defeat which the grain of 
wheat sustains when it falls into the ground 
that from it might come an abundant harvest. 
It is the pouring back of a little water upon 
the valve of the dry pump, that fresh and 
bounteous streams may flow. 

The tax rate has been reduced from 1% to 

1% cent. The present council will not 
agree to raise that rate. And yet, though our 
city has expanded greatly in physical dimen- 
sions, and the population has increased many 
thousands, we have not been able to make any 
substantial increase in any of our departments, 
~;wlice, sanitary, fire and water. Every day's 
"aper records some new outrage of the snatch 
thief, and if the people, not only the fourth 
ward, but of the whole city, appreciated their 
jack of police protection, there would, I believe, 
be such a protest as would result in a special 
levy to meet the emergency. The recent ex- 
perience at the conflagration of last Thursday 
shows us that our property is not safe. We 
face a raise in insurance rates which will 
amount to thousands of dollars unless the 
trouble is immediately remedied. In addition 
to this, our health is menaced by the lack of 
water: sewerage conditions need only to be re- 
ferred to, besides the fact that our/ trunk 
sewers empty at the city’s limits and will 
necessarily breed disease unless s6on cared 
or. ; 
In addition to these things, which require ad- 
ditional funds, the salaries of our firemen, our 
police, and our school teachers, which were 
under the stress of necessity reduced when 
living was 25 to 50 per cent lower than it now 
is, ought not only be restored, but if possible 
substantially increased. 


Welcomed Office’ Buildings. : 


The building of large office buildings, which 
we welcome and which is so desirable, is vacat- 
ing the secpnd and third stories of the éld- 
fashioned ulldings formerly used for the 
same purpose. And these new buildings do not 
mean any substantial increase in the city’s in-

City departments must be sustained and un- 
less the people stand behind the mayor and 
uphold his hands while this fight is being 
waged, your tax ard your insurance rates wil] 
have to be increased, or your persons, your 
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property and your health will be in ever-in- 
creasing and in imminent danger. 

The laborer who pays only a poll tax would 
justly rise up in arms were a tax of $10 per 
year required of him. Yet, many such who 
live miles from their work, heedlessliy pay $30 
per year in street car fares. And possibly many 
such have thoughtlessly censured the mayor in 
his course in the present matter, who during 
the pendency of this controversy offered this 
company, which is now only charging 3-cent 
fares, to withdraw his objection if they would 
accept the franchise agreeing to charge only 
the fares which they are now requiring. Others 
of us have urged that the franchise be so 
changed as that this comrany be required to 
build the same, nct in a year as specified in the 
franchise under consideration, but within four 
to six months. This condition the applicant has 
refused to accept. ot ae 

Remembering the fate .of Auburn avenue, 
when several years ago, dhe to combination, 
only one car was run on the line, and this a 
horse car, which made only ‘sufficient trips, 
possibly two or three a day, certainly not 
enough to do the street any good, and these 
only to prevent the loss of their franchise, some 
of us asked that the company now applying 
for franchise, and who announced that they 
expected to run ten-minute schedules, be bound 
in their charter to run ten,.~fifteen or twenty- 
minute schedules. This condition they refused. 
As to this condition, as substantially only the 
people of the immediate section through which 
these lines run are to be affected, if the line 
be not speedily bullt, and if such inadequate 
schedule be given, and since evidently the peo- 
ple of the fourth ward are willing to take the 
risk, these points may be yielded. 


Had Support of Conscience. 


I do not believe that the yielding in this mat- 


ster will be taken by the ladies and gentlemen 


who signed the petition, or by those who at- 
tended the last meeting of the council, as evi- 
dencing any lack of courage of conviction, and 
that they will accept our votes in the spirit in 
which they come. Coming as we do, yielding, 
if you will, that the principle for: which we 
fought may be advanced, and that Atlanta with 
united front meet the issue, and that your 
mayor and councilmen may in the future have 
your support in the cause which we believe is 
necessary for the city’s good. 

For myself, I am glad to be able to vote as 
these good people desire, and still have the 
Support of my conscience. 

I believe that the people of the fourth ward 
will in the future sustain the inayor, and those 
in council who look at this matter as he does. 
One may, witpout discrediting myself, yield to 
adversaries, so valiant and so hono-sable as the 
pecrple of the fourth ward. 

I pledged myself, when voting to sustain the 
mayor, to use my best efforts by persuasion and 
by legal process, if need be, to cause the old 
lines in the fourth ward to give better ser- 
vice, and immediately after that vote was 
taken, and while there was no reasonable pros- 
pect of the situation being changed, I received 
promise that tmprovement would be made at 
once. 

I must give an additional reason for being 
willing, after the position that I have taken in 
this matter, to vote for this franchise. That 
is this: Members of the last council, by which 
this franchise would doubtless have been passed 
up in its present form, were, without any fault 
on the part of our tuayor, and possibly without 
any intention to deceive cn the part of any 
one, misled as to his position. This of itself 
would not be sufficient, but under the peculiar 
circumstances of this case, combined with the 
other peculiar circumstances, give sufficient 
reason to warrant me to vote for this franchise 
as now proposed. 

I am glad that our mayor has been able to see 
his way clear to promise to approve this fran- 
chise if so passed. He has not, and we, who 
agree with him, have not altered our views, as 
we believe that we have advanced the proba- 
bility of success of the principle for which we 
fought, by taking this course. 

No skill is needed for the sailor who glides 
before the favoring breeze, but he is a wise 
muriner, who, with the adverse gale, though 
the route be somewhat lengthened, yet sails 
safely into port. 

Under these circumstances, I, not grudgingly, 
but with a great deal of pleasure, shall vote 
for the passage of this franchise. 


Aldermanic Board Concurs. 

Councilman Reed stated that Mr. Kontz 
had expressed his views in regard to the 
matter. Councilman Lewis also had a 
few words to say. ‘I have always been 
for the fourth ward getting a car line,”’ 
sai@ he, “and I refused to sign the first 
franchise prepared by my committee be- 
cause I thought it did not give the peo- 
Die what théy wanted. It offereg to give 
the grant to the highest bidder. I was 
opposed to the second franchise for two 
reasons. In the first place I did not un- 
derstand it and in the- second place I 
thought that I should have been accorded 
the privilege of making a ininority re- 
port,” 

A vote was then taken on the ordinance, 
councilmen only voting. There was not 
a dissenting voice, and Mayor Pro Tem. 
Johnson’ declared the ordinance adopted. 
A call for a meeting of the aldefmanic 
board was then read and council ad- 
journed. The aldermanic board. immedi- 
ately concurred in the action of council 
in granting the franchise. 

Alderman Weloh moved that the rules 
be suspended that the franchise necd rot 
be read. Alderman Kilpatrick made the 
motion to concur. ‘This receivei the sec- 
ond of Alderman Day, who called {pr the 
aye and nay vote. The board unanimously 
voted to concur.

The Whittier mills in the letter in- 
closing their gift suggested that each 
cotton mill in the state cogtribute a sum 
equivalent to an assessment of 4 per cent 
on each spindle in their mills. Acting on 
their own suggestion the Whittier mills

To this amount $8,400 was 
added through the efforts of Captain 
James W. English and a few warm 
friends of the Bech. Later Aaron French, 
the generous Pittsburg capitalist, supple- 
mented his former handsome gifts by 
contributing $2,500 to the fund.

Fourth Ward Property Owners Burn 
Fireworks and Make 
Speeches, 

Property owners and residents of For- 
rest avenue—men, women and children 

alike—celebrated last night. 

Unable to express their enthusiasm in 
any ordinary manner over the prospect 
of soon obtaining a car line on that street, 
the occasion was made one for fireworks, 
illuminations, red lights and speeches of 
felicitation. For the nonce Forrest ave- 
nue at 9 o’clock last night seemed in the 
midst of a Christmas celebration.

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DAMAGES CANNOT 
BE COLLECTED 


Section 2140 of the Code Is Declared 
Unconstitutional. 


VIEW OF THE SUPREME COURT 


Applied Only to Cases Against In- 
surance Companies. 


THIS. WILL AFFECT MANY CASES 


Law Is Contrary Both to Constitu- 
tion of United States and to 
That of Georgia. 


* 


Damages and attorneys fees can no 
longer be collected in Georgia from in- 
surance companies which fail to pay thir 
claims on demand, whether bad faith 
be shown or not. This will affect many 
cases against insurance companies now 
pending in the courts. 

It was decided yesterday by the su- 
preme court that section 2140 of the civil 
code of Georgia, which relates to the mat- 
ter of collecting such damages and at- 
torney’s fees, is unconstitutional, it be- 
ing violative not only of the constitution 
of the United States, but of the constitu- 
tion of Georgia as well. 

The case decided was that of the Phe- 
nix. Insurance Company against Mrs. 
D. B. Hart, in the city court of Atlanta. 
Mrs. Hart won her case, and the lower 
court decided to refuse a new trial in case 
the attorney’s fees and damages awarded 
by the jury were written off.. This Mrs. 
Hart agreed to do, and a new trial was 
refused. The supreme court reversed 
this decision, Although the section of 
the code relating to damages and attor- 
neys’ fees was not 
volved, ..the plaintiff 
nounced the jury's finding in. her 
favor under that. section, the supreme 
court passed upon the point of unconsti- 


having re- 


‘| tutionality made before the lower court. 


The section of the code declared uncon- 
stitutional by the supreme court, No. 


2140, is as follows: 

“The several insurance companies of 
this state, and foreign insurance com- 
pantes doing business in this state, 
in all cases when a loss occurs and 
they refuse to pay the same within 
sixty days after a demand shall have 
been made by the holder of the policy 
on which said loss occyrred, shall be 
liable to pay to the holder of said pol- 
icy, In addition to the loss, not more 
than 25 per cent of the liability of 
said company for said loss; also, all 
reasonable attorneys’ fees for the 

| prosecution of the case against said 
company: Provided, it shall be made 
to appear to the jury trying the same, 
that the refusal of the company to 
pay said loss was in bad faith.”’ 
Violation of Constitution. 


The supremé court holds that this sec- 


1 tion of the code is violative of section 1 


of the fourteenth amendment to the con- 
stitution of the United States which pro- 
vides that ‘“‘No state shall deprive any 
person. of life, liberty or property with- 
out due process of law, nor deny to any 
person within its jurisdiction the equal 


protection of its laws.”’ 

In reaching this conclusion the supreme 
court. quotes from a long list of deci- 
sions both from the supreme court of the 
United States, the supreme court of Geor- 
gia and of other states. It is held that 
this law punishes the insurance com- 
pany when it is wrong by requiring it to 
pay damages and attorneys’ fees, but 
does not inflict similar punishment upon 
the other ‘party to the suit if it is prov- 
en that he is wrong. Corporations, un- 
der the law, are persons, and must be so 
treated. In conelusion. the supreme, 

t says with regard to the case: 
corWhile the point was not made, it may 
‘not be improper to remark that the sec- 
tion of the code under consideration is, 
in our opinion, also contrary to the spir- 
{t, at least, of the provisions of the bill of 
rights in our own state constitution, in 
which it is declared, (Par. 2) ‘Protegtion 
to person and property is the. paramount 
duty of government, and shall be impar- 
tial and complete.’ (Par. 3) ‘No person 
shall be deprived of life, liberty or prop- 
erty without due process of law.’ (Par. 
4) ‘No person shall be deprived of the 
right to prosecute or defend his own cause 
in any of the courts of this state, in per- 
son, by attorney, or both.” 

The opinion in this case was written by 
Justice Fish. It is quite an important vic- 
tory for the insurance companies, as they 
have always considered the law a hard- 
ship. The Phenix Insurance mes dy 
fn this case was represented by Slaton 
Phillips. 

Other Points Decided. 

The supreme court also decided yes- 
terday an interesting point in the case 
of the Central of Georgia Railway Com- 
pany against Pearl Perkerson, from the 
city.court of Macon, in which a new trial 
was granted, the lower court being over- 


ruled. 

Mrs. Perkerson was given a verdict for 
$10,833.33 on account of the death of her 
husband. Judge Nottingham, consider- 
ing the verdict excessive, stated that 
he, would refuse a new trial in the event 
that the plaintiff would write .off $2,333.33 
from the verdict, making the amount in 
-~ favor $8,500. This was done, and a 

‘w trial was refused. 

In passing on the case, the supreme 
court holds that this was the verdict o 
the judge and not the jury. ‘The tria 
judge,’’ the headnotes state, “has no pow- 
er to order that, as a condition to the 
refusal of a new trial, a portion of the 
verdict be written off as excessive, ex- 
cept where from the application of the 
law to the evidence, the excess can be 
accurately ascertained,”’ 4

ADJUDGED INSANE 


Victim of Kleptomania Tried Before 
Ordinary Wilkinson Yesterday. 


CASE IS VERY PATHETIC ONE 


Solicitor Hill Refused To Prosecute 
Him in Criminal Court. ~ 


DOCTOR WAS CHARGED WITH THEFT 


Admits: He Stole Surgical Instru- 
ments—Graduated from Louis- 
ville Medical College, 


Dr..F. C. Clark. the young physician 
who was recently before the criminal 
superior court on the charge of stealing 
surgical instruments and who. it was de- 
veleped, is a victim of kleptomania, wag 
adjudged insane yesterday morning by a 
jury before Ordinary John R. Wilkinson, 
The young doctor was remanded to the 
Tower, where he will likely remain until 
Quarters can be obtained for him in the 
asylum at Milledgeville. 

The case of Dr. Clark is a pathetic one 
and excited q great deal of sympathy 
when he was before Judge A. W. Fite 


on the larceny charge. Solicitor Charley 
Hill refused to prosecute him, as he was 
convinced that Dr. Clark was of unsound 
mind. The doctor freely admitted his 
guljlt to Judge Fite and the solicitor, On 
the Suggestion of Solicitor Hill, Judge 
Fite transferred the case to the ordi- 
nary’s court. 

On the trial yesterday Dr. Clark made 
a, statement to Judge Wilkinson, admit- 
ting that he stole the surgical] instru- 
ments. it was apparent that he stole 
them as the result of a mania, as he said 
he did not need them. He stated that he 
gwned all the instruments he needed. 

Solicitor Hill stated that no detective 
was needed to capture Dr. Clark, as he 
did not secrete the instruments when he 
stole them and would sel] them almost 
anywhere -and to ‘anybody. The doetdr 
appears to be very intelligent, only that 
he seems to possess an irresistible desire 
to steal. It was shown by affidavits that 
he was an inmate of an Ohio asylum on a 
previous occasion. 

He was very prominent while in Ohio 
and graduated from the medical college 
in Louisvi'lle, Ky.. with first honor. He 
has been partially paralyzed and craves 
a great deal of exercise. Judge Wilkin- 
son, accordingly, ordered that he be al- 
owed the use of the corridors at the jail, 
as be is not at all violent.

It is- said 
Moody made a purchase ard recaived $12 
in cash, 

The other cheek, the aecectives claim, 
was worthless, but was not a iorgery, 

The check, for $17, wags cn the. Fourth 
National bank and the signature of John 
T.. Moody was pronouncec not genu'ne 
by the bank officials, 

Patrolman Kimbrough was firs: infcrm- 
ed that Moody was wanted and he chased 
after the young man fcr neariy an-hctr, 
Moody being in.a buggy with a friend. 
At 4 o’clock the detective found Mcody 
and placed him under arrest. 

When seen by a reporter of ‘The Con- 
stitution last night Moody said he had 
done nothing wrong and would be free 
in a short while. 

Declares He Has Done No Wrong. 

“My brother, John T. Mocady, the pris- 
oner stated, “is in New Orleans, aid he 
gave me permission to sign his name to 
the check, The bank jid sot know of this 
and so threw the check ou; when present- 
ed. My brother will return to Atlanta to- 
night and the matter will be arranged. 
As to the other check, it is perfectly 
square. I am president of the Ralls Moody 
company, which represents a manufac- 
tory of pants of cotton plece goods. The 
company’s office is in the Lowndes build- 
ing. Unintentionally I overdrew my ac- 
count with the Capital City bank, aad the 
matter will be set right ut once.”’ 

Moody ‘was arrested for aileg2d forgery 
about two years ago and got off without 
a trial, the affair béeine arranged outside 
the courts. He left Atianta and went to 
Texas. He returnede,to Atlania -isst De- 
cember. 

Says He Is a Lunatic, 

William R. Moody, the father of the 
prisorer, was at the police barracks last 
night and tried to get his son cut on 
bail, but failed to do 30, as the warrants 
had not been issued, 

Attorney McClelland, who was retained 
in the case, made every possible effort tu 
get the prisoner bailed, but did not suc- 
ceed. 

The father declares that the prisoner is 
insane and said he intended to swear out 
a writ of lunacy. 

“I can prove by a dozen men that the 
boy is crazy,’’ he said, “and the best 
thing possible is to get him into un nsy- 
tum, where he can be treated.”’

STRONG SERMON LAST NIGHT. 


Dr. F. A. Bisbee Talks of Death as 
Merely a Transi- 
tion. 

At the Universalist church last night 
Dr. Frederick <A. Bisbee, of Boston, 
preached an able sermon, dealing with 
the fountain springs of religion. He held 
out what he called ‘“‘Good News to the 
Sorrowing.”’ 

“The gospel of Christ,’’ said he, “brings 
g001 news to the sorrowing. It shines 
as a bright light into this deepest shadow 
of human life, illuminating it with hepe. 
We all have to face the dread fact of 
death, and it is only in the light of 
Christ’s truth that we can cuntemplete it 
with composure, He looked upon the same 
conditions we see, He «aw as we do how 
at best it is but a little time whén we 
must come up against the dead wall of 
the tomb, and He nad to face the same 
questions we face—is it the end? And 
being not the end, What is beyond? 

“There are no questions of, such vital 
moment to us today; not only the hcpes 
of the future, but the meaning of the 
present are involved. The gospel cemes 
to tell us that this strange event we look 
upon with so much terror is not the end 
of life, but simply an incident tn life; no 
more strange, no more unnatural than 
birth. A transition in which we do not 
lose our individuality any mwre then in 
passing from youth into mannood or from 
manhood into old age. 

‘What assurance have -we of this? Is 
it not confirmed in the scientific fact of 
the transmutation of force; that it is im- 
Possible to destroy any force, and among 
the forces of life, supreme, :« life itselt? 
Is it not insured in the unfinished lives, 
none reaching the limit of possibility, and 
can We predicate of an infinite God prep- 
aration that has not somewhere its ful- 
fillment? But especially in the fatherly 
nature of God is the guarantee that His 
children who have come forth from Wis 
heart shal] return to Him, and thcugh 
We may not see the way we can trust the 
result to His wise and tender care, 

“But what of the life beyond? We fecr- 
get sometimes that the ‘furure is God’s 
as well as the present, and that He does 
not change His nature. He is not uw lov- 
ing, tender Father nere, «ver s-eking our 
salvation and our good, and a fieng there 
or fiendish revenge. Ite ig Gog 
everywhere or he is God nowhere,”’

The contrast between the volatile effer- 
vescence of the speculative spirit yesterday 
and in the first few minutes of trading today 
with the sober quietude of the trading based 
on calculations with pencil and paper after 
the actual state of affairs' became known was 
a glowing commentary on the fascination of 
the unknown for the speculative temperament, 
The first fact to attract the attention of the 
Speculators was that the price level of the 
existing stocks did not consist with the rela- 
tive benefits they were to receive from the 
exchange, This led to a Bort of arbitrage deal- 
ing in the effort to adjust the price level to 
a consistent basis, American Hoop benefited 
by the operation, while Steel and Wire was a 
sufferer, But it was evident that the insiders 
who have had time for mature calculation 
had done their buying, while the outsiders 
were not inclined to jump to conclusions in so 
vast a problem. As all of the stocks get 
from par to 125 per cent of the new securi- 
ties in the exchange, with additional benefits 
in some cases, it is clear that on a basis of 
equal value, properties eoncerned, the new 
stocks should sell lower than the average 
prices of the present stocks. Of the preferred 
stocks concerned in the consolidation the high- 
est priced ig. National Tube, which sold last 
night at 106, while the lowest is American 
Hoop, which sold last night at 83%. Of the 
common stocks the highest is Tin Plate, which 
sold last night at 69, and the lowest is Amer- 
ican-Hoop, at 35. There was much calculation 
over the probable price of the new securities, 
but so far as known there were no dealings 
‘‘when issued.’’ There were a few railroad 
stocks which were notably strong. In view of 
the greater importance of the dealings in the 
steel stocks and their need of support, «the 
assumption is not a violent one that a pur- 
pose to sustain the general market had some- 
thing to do with the advance in some rail- 
road stocks. St. Paul was the most notable 
example of strength, ruling at one time 5% 
points over last night, The Southern Railway 
stocks generally gave evidence of firmness. 
Yesterday's strength in the tobacco stocks con- 
tinued, American Tobacco rose 3. Of the 
steel stocks Steel and Wire was st under 
pressure, losing at the last 4% points below 
last night, after being vigorously supported 
about 4!. Tin Plate get back to last Thurs- 
day’s closing level, buj,rallied a point, show- 
ing a net loss of 4. ‘National Tube is 3% 
lower and the preferred 3 lower than last 
night. Federal Steel lost 2. American Hoop, 
Tin Plate and National Steel stocks are the 
only ones that do not show losses,

It Was Reported That an Effort Was 
on Foot To Change the Jew'sh 
Sabbath—Mrs. Nellie Pe-

sé HERE never has been a ques- 
Tem of abrogating the Sabbath 
brought up in our council,”’ said 
Mrs. Hannah G. Solomon, presiden: of 
the Council of Jewish Women, when in- 
terviewed on the subject yesterday. 
* I¢ will be recalled that at the last con- 
gress of the Council of Jewish Women 
quite a sensation was created based on 
the rumor that Mrs. Hannah G. Solomon, 
president of the organization, and Miss 
Sadie American, the corresponding secre- 
tary, Were in favor of changing the Jew- 
ish Sabbath from Saturday to Sunday, 
on. the ground that the universal observ- 
ance of Saturday as the Sabbath was 
becoming .more and more impossible 
among the followers of Judaism. 

‘But, as is often the case, this question, 
which was discussed by the press and the 
people on the outside, in connection with 
the council meeting, never entered iito 
the’ council at all, and Mrs. Solomon and 
Mies American were re-elected with unan- 
imous accord, 

Although the question did not arise In 
the council, the impression held among 
the many, that had it come up in the 
gathering, Mrs. Solomon and Miss Anier- 
ican would have favored discussion of it. 

Knowing this, a reporter of The Con- 
stitution ventured to ask Mrs. Solomon: 

‘If a delegate from the various sections 
repres:nted at the national council had 
brought up the question of abrogating 
the Sabbath on the day it is now ob- 
eerved, what do you think would have 
happened?” 

“Why, I believe they would have run 
the risk of being stoned,” said Mrs. 
Solomon, laughing heartily. 

“In the first place, such a subject of 
discussion is entirely out of the province 
of our organization, which is not a legis- 
lative body. The covn cil, as such, makes 
no statements. It gives each section be-

Indeed, it 
may be said that through the work of 
the Council of Jewish Women there has 
arisen a much better understanding of 
the Jew in many places.”’

ISS FRIEDA SIEMENS proved 

M her claim in concert last night to 

all the €nthusiastic praise which 

hadi preceded her coming, her audtence 

composed mainly of the true music lovers, 

being thoroughly appreciative of her 
work. 

In consideration’ of her youth—she ts 
hardly more than eighteen or so—her pro- 
sramme was a startling one, yet the 
strength of her work deserves more than 
regard from the’comparative standard of 
her yrouth, Her playing can by all means 
stand independently to receive the com- 
ment due to the woman and not to the 
young planist. 

Such a charming, childish figure she 
was as she came upon the stage for a 
group of “the three B’s” that her ap- 
pearance might indicate that her thoughts 
had been more intimately occupied in the 
planning of fier dainty gown than in the 
preparation of the programme she so 
beautifully pregentét. Her attack, though, 
was with sucli- cofifidence as to reassure, 
and throughout there was evidence of a 
well developed physical and mental con- 
trol which regulated. a clear technique 
and temperament. In the first group, 
Bach, Brahms and Beethoven, her man- 
ner and her interpretation was that of 
intense thought as to the content of the 
music and technical carefulness in the 
production, but later in the romantic mu- 
sic, and especially In the Chopin numbers, 
her playing seemed to be more of her 
own; that is, she interpreted the three 
B’s as she would seem to tell of the 
thoughts of another, while her Chopin 
playing was more like the expression of 
her own feeling. 

It was to be expected that she would 
play the Brahms .Fantasie acceptably, 
sirice she has played his own works before 
that master in person and ‘enjoyed the 
benefit of hints from him during her study 
with Mme, Schumann. Broadly ana nobly 
she treated the Brahms number and the 
Beethoven sonata. was played with the 
fullness of tone and idea that is necessa- 
ry, and with a finger force as Well as a 
mental one which was remarkable. 

The best received number of the group, 
which included a brilliant and clear cut 
performance of Mendelssohn Variations, 
Serievses, was an exquisite Chopin Noc- 
turne, which she sang rather than played, 
with all the sentiment and delicate love- 
liness to be won frem such a work, and 
she followed it with a flowing and weil- 
phrased performance of the familiar A 
flat valse. “The Flying Dutchman Spin- 
ning Song’ was realistically and daintily 
played with perhaps a little too mucn em- 
phasis of the air at the typical spinning 
refrain. The Mendelssohn G minor con- 

certo op. 25 wou:d have been a more beau- 
tiful performance than it was had there 
been adequate support by the second pi- 
a Laura Howe, who was suifering 
from a severe sore throat, sang most ac- 
ceptably in 9 of it some charming 
ballads, her voice, a sweet and sympatnhet- 
ic one. 

Mr. Charles Russell's ’’cello work was of 
some merit and sweetness, but lacked in 
spirit and finish. His most ambitious 
number, Gottermann’s A minor concerto, 
which betrayed some serious and com- 
perisating study, Was injured by a poor 
piano support.

POLICEMAN KEPT 
THE BAILIFF OUT 


Officer Hubbard Prevented Bailiff Ahern 
from Entering Theater. 


CASE AGAINST POLICEMAN 


Bailiff Swears Out an Accusation in 
the City Court. 


DISPUTE OCCURRED AT GRAND SATURDAY 


Hubbard Would Not Let Bailiff En- 
ter Theater by Front Door To 
Make a Levy. 


An accusation was kowrn eut in the 
city court yesterday mérning ‘Syainst Pd- 
licemat’ Paul M. Hubbard ¥y Justice 
Court Bailiff J. G. Ahern on the charge 
of obstructing an officer in the cdiecharge 
of his duty.

On last Saturday Batliff Ahern hed an 
attachment from Justice Or.’s court is- 
sued against property belonging to a the- 
atrical company which was playing at 
the Grand. He went-to ihe theater to 
make a levy and attem, ed to enter the 
place through the froht.dorcr. 

Officer Hubbard wag on duty at the the- 
ater and he told the bailiff that he would 
have to go to the stage entrance and not 
disturb the audience. The bailiff iasisted 
that he had a right to enter the place 
the easiest and quickest way. By going 
through the parquet he could reach the 
Stage by a side door. 

The policeman said the proper way to 
make the levy was to go to the rear door 
of the building and he finally prevented 
the bailiff from entering the front door. 

Bailiff Ahern states that he only in- 
tended to do his duty and that ne be- 
lieved he had a right to enter the theater 
through the only entrance known to him. 
He claims that he would have gone in 
quietly and not disturbed anybody. 

Officer Hubbard says he protected the 
ladies and children who were at the matl- 
nee from any undue excitement and that 
the bailiff cou. have much more easily 
entered the rear door, which leads direct 
to the stage. 

Bailiff Ahern went to the city ccurt 
yesterday morning and swore out the ac- 
cusation, 

Hubbard was released on bis own re- 
cognizance. The case will be tried in a 
few days.
